HOW BRITAIN 
GOT THE U-41. 


Details of the Engagement by 
German Survivor. 


Plot to Destroy the Only 
Eye-witness, Alleged. 


Parallel of the Baralong 
Tragedy is Indicated. 


(BY WIRELESS AND A P.) 


BERLIN, Jan. 13 (via Sayville.) | 


~—The official report of Lieut. 
Crompton, a survivor of the Ger- 
man submarine U-41, sunk by the 
British on September 24, 1915, the 


‘Case which the German fovern- 


ment has characterized as a second 
Baralong incident, was made pub- 
lic today. 

Lieut. Crompton, after being 
wounded and a prisoner in England, 
was interned in Switzerland, whence 
his report was received. Previous 
statements by the German Admiralty 
have charged that the account he 
gave of the circumstances of the 
sinking and the after treatment of 
the two survivors showed a deliber- 
ate attempt to do away with the 
only eye-witnesses on the German 
side. The destruction of the U-41 
is alleged to have been carried out 
by a British patrol ship which flew 
the American flag throughout the 
engagement and which afterward at- 
tempted to run down a rowboat 
containing the two survivors, who 
also afe said to have been ili- 
treated afte? finally being taken on 
board the British vessel. 

FROM THE REPORT. 


Crompton’s report in part 


reads: 

“On the morning of September 

24, the British steamer Urbino, 

nd to England, was sunk. by ar- 
tillery fire about thirty miles south- 
east of the Scilly Islands. The crew 
had been allowed about half an hour 
to depart. When the Urbino was 
listing heavily and burning a smoke 
cloud was sighted. Submarine 
U-41 submersed and let a steamer 
pass at a @istance of about 200 
meters. The steamer flew the Ameri- 
ean oo It had no neutral sign on 

e. 

“The submarine emerged and or- 
dered the steamer to stop. This or- 
der Was immediately obeyed. We 
signalled to send the documents on 
board. This was not answered by 
the steamer, which eave the counter- 
sienal, ‘I am stopping.’ At the same 
time the steamer prepared to lower 
a boat. On the submarine the gun 
on the bow had been made ready 

“When the vessels were about 390 
meters apart the steamer suddenly 
opened a violent fire, first with rifles 
along the whole railing, then from 
7.6-centimeter guns hidden behind 
the ship's «ide at the how and stern. 

HIT BY SHELLS. 

“The submarine had received sev- 
eral hits by shells shortly before the 
conning tower was submerged. Dur- 
ing the entire engagement the steam- 
er flew the American flag. To be 
sure the flagstaff was turned down 
but the fag was not replaced. 

“Ae the submarine went to the 
bottom I was tying unconscious In 
the tower in cOnsequence of «4 
wo . When I returned to con- 
aciousness I was sWimming. After 
being in the water for some time I 
was passed by the steamer at a dis- 
tance of about 60 meters. I called 
and raised my arms but was sneered 
and spit at by sailors. After a long 
time I saw an empty lifeboat of the 
steamer Urbino. When I had 
climbed into it I heard the helms- 
man calling for me and took him 
in. In consequence of joss of blood, 
I was lying in the boat aft. whiJe the 
helmsman eat at the bow. After 
some time we saw the steamer again. 
We stood upright in the lI'feboat 
ana waved our hands. The steamer 
changed her course and approached 
us at high speed. Soon we ob- 
served a man standing in the bow, 
who directed the course of the boat. 
As the steamer did not feduce her 
speed there was no dout that she 
intended to ram ws. Finally they 


_ithrew a rope and took us on board. 


“Aside from the officers of the 
Urbino, whom We recognized, no- 
body wore a uniform. The crew of 
the steam. according to the decla- 
rations of the first mate, belonged to 
the royal naval reserve, but all of 
them, including the officers. were 
clad as civilians. When we ar- 
rived on board we were led the 
stern and had some brandy. no 
surgeon was aboard, the helmeman 
bandaged me as well as possible. 
Then we were locked In a box stand- 
ing on the deck. 

ARRIVAL AT FALMOUTH. 

“On the morning of September 25 
the steamer arrived at Falmouth. A 
surgeon came on board and band- 
aged the British. The helmeman ob- 
served that ten hammocks with 
wounded and dead were taken off the 
steamer. At this time I was taken 
out of the box but had no medical 
attention until the next day at noon. 

“In the afternoon the captain of 
the Corvette. who spoke German 
perfectiy, tried to interrogate me. I 
told him my name and if order to 
eut off all question! regard! 
the submarine, dec! that I ha 
been unconscious when she went to 
the bottom. I had been separated 
from the helmeman on the morning 
of the 25th. The helmeman waa in- 
terrogated on the bridge after me. 

On September 26 I was taken 
on land and conveyed to a military 
hospital, being firet lodged in a room 
with four British officers. The next 
day I was lodged tn the barracks

“On the morning of Octoben 6 I 
had to get up in order to be taken 
to a large hospital. I was put on 
board torpedo-boat No. 17, which 


soon made for sea. At noon we af- 


rived at Plymouth. Escorted by a 
drunken warrant officer and six 


sailors, I was cafried to the naval 
detention barracks at Devonport, 


CONVICT RATIONS. 

“After requests I ob- 
tained «a . The rations were 
those of convicts and I could not eat 
them in consequence of my broken 
jaw. The medica) assistance was in- 
sufficient. When I complained of 
this to the commander of the peni- 
tentlary he told me that he himself 
was sorry for it, but that he had 
explicit orders from the commander 
at Piymouth. At my request 
commander called three days later 
and remedied some deficiencies. 
The helmsman, in spite of al] his 
protests, remained for about four 
weeks in the penitentiary, 

“As I was in danger of becoming 
blind In the right eye, also, I was 
taken on October 11 to the military 
hospital at Devonport. The broken 
jaw was treated again and a fo 
substance detected. On October 18 
I was operated upon and a brass 
screw which had been driven in by 
a shell explosion was removed. At 
the place where the jaw was broken 
from within and without serious 
abcesses had formed meanwhile. 
Several brass splinters were shortly 
afterward removed from my left eye, 
the last one in January, 1916. The 
treatment was generally good, but 
frequently the attendants stole food, 
T was not allowed to write letters. 
“On November 6 I was trans- 
ported to the York military prison, 
where I again met the helmeman. 
The commander telegraphed the Ad- 
miralty asking for instructions, and 
received in answer an order to give 
no information. In these circum- 
stanices complaints were useless. 
There Was no surgeon in the prison. 
About once a week the commander 
called with an oculist, who gave me 
very little care. After eight days 
the wounds in my temple became 
inflamed again and my jaw again 
swelled up. As there Was no sur- 
geon, the helmeman cut the wounds 
with a pocket knife. The wound in 
the temple has not healed to this 
time and continues suppurating. 
TO THE AMERICAN EMBASSY. 


“On January 18, 1616, I sent a 


report to the American bassy in 


which I pointed out particularly 
that submarine 41 was fired on by 
a steamer fiying the American flag. 
I also described the destruction of 
the submarine and the treatment of 
survivors in prison. When, in the 
middie of February, I had received 
ho answer, ¥-reported again, but re- 
ceived no answer. In March a gen- 
tlernan from the American Embassy 
arrived at Dyffryn Aled. When I 
asked him whether he had received 
my reports he said he knew nothing 
about them and supposed that my 
reports were still in the War Office, 
as all communications directed to 
the American Embassy must fret 
pass through the War Office. When 
at the end of May a physician's com- 
mittee arrived at the camp at 
Dyffryn Aled. I was tmmediately 
accepted for internment in Switzer- 
land. On June 10 a second exami- 
nation took place at the officers’ 
camp at Holy Port. The commit- 
tee, contrary to regulations, as far 
as I know, was composed of five 
Pritish and only two Swiss physt- 
clans.”

THE ADAMSON LAW. 


FOR MACHINERY 
IN COURT BRIEF. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—In 
supplemental brief in the Adamson 
law test case, received today at the 
Supreme Court for forma! filing next 
Monday the Department of Justice 
makes suggestions for machinery to 
put the law into effect. 

Under existing railroad wage con- 
tracts, the brief declares, the phrases 
“day's work” and “day's wage” 
have a well-recognized meaning in 
most freight service contracts to be 
“100 miles or less at ten miles an 
hour,” by substituting a 12% mile 
per hour “speed basis” for the ex- 
wiing 100-mile, ten-hour day scale, 
the brief asserted. the Adamson 
eight-hour standard can be gener- 
ally put into practica) operation. 

PROPOBED INDORSEMENT. 

The proposed indorsement of ex- 
isting ten-hour contracts was sub- 
mitted to the court 

“Whenever under this schedule 
more than eight hours constitutes 
a day's work, the same te herehy 


reduced tu eight hours. whether 
herein stated in terms of hours or 
in terms reducible thereto and all 
overtime shall be paid pro rata,”

fect that every employee of the clase 
affected, no matter what his tank, 
shal! be considered at the end of 
elzht hours to have earned the 
contract price payable for a day's 
work. If he le work longer, and 
he may be, such work wil) constitute 
overtime and entitle him to extre 
pay. The econo burden of thie 
extra pay is counted on to produce 
an actua) shortening of hours and

PURPOSE OF ACT. 

“If, however, like passenger en- 
gineers and conductors, the em, 
ployee is laboring at a task which 
can be and usually ts accompl!shed 
int less than eight hours, he is of 
course unaffected by the act. The 
purpose was to decrease, not in- 
crease the hours of actual labor. It 
it only when set to a task of longer 


duration than eight hours that the 
act stepa in and penalizes the em- 
ployer by imposing overtime.”

the fields, causing the frult buds to 
swell, 9000 acres are being planted 
to early fruits and vegetables, The 
increase in the acreage given over 
to furnishing America with its first 
taste of annual field delicacies 
amounts to more than 20 per cent. 

Cantaloupes, tomatoes, peppers, 
peas, strawberries, early potatoes, 
lettuce—a great variety of eatabies 
for which a demand has already 
come from the gourmets of East and 
West are being set in fields mellowed 
with the plow, and irrigated with 
the silt-bearing Colorado River wa- 
ter, rich in plant nutriment. 

It is estimated that the total value 
of the early products shipped from 
this city this spring and early sum- 
mer will total $3,000,000. A new ice 
plant with a capacity of 400 tons 
per day has been built chiefly to 
serve the growers of the fruits and 
vegetables.

He married a German peas- 
ant girl by the name of Thanile See- 
mann; and so sure was he that his 
wife's poor relatives would seek to 
obtain a. share in his tremendous 
fortune through the money he would 
leave his wife, he determined to 
circumvent them. 


The terms of his will provided 
that the whole of his fortune was 
to go to his wife, and be for her use 
alone. There were no children. He 
further provided that on her death 
the money was to go not to the rela- 
tives of his spouse, but to the Dan- 
ish crown, there to accrue interest 
of 2% per cent. for 100 years, at 
the end of which time the general 
stipulated that the heirs of his wife 
might claim what had been denied 
their fathers, with accrved interest. 
Thanie Moldt died shortly after her 
husband's death, and the money, as 
had been directed, went to. the 
crown. 


Twelve years ago. the stipulated 
century expired and the government 
advertised for heirs of the Seeman 
estate. There was no response. For 
more than a year the government 
kept the investigation going, but the 
Seeman heirs were apparently all 
dead. Then one day from the Isle 
of Alsen came an old man of 98 
years who proclaimed himself one of 
the heirs to the fortune, and told

Kerosene will not be 
manufactured in the beginning, but 
may later be added to this list of 
products. There are more than fif- 
teen varieties of lubricating oils in 
the list of those to be first manu- 
factured, 
‘ The opening of the plant will 
give work to approximately 200 
men, this number being increased 
as rapidly as the refinery develops. 
The construction itself will call for 
the employment of a number far in 
excess of this. Engineers are already 
plotting the ground and making nec- 
essary surveys for location of varit- 
ous portions of the refinery. Actual 
construction work is expected to 
start during the first week in March, 
and sooner if possible, 

At the present time the officials 
do not contemplate the installation 
of a dry dock to handle the oil 
steamers. They are hoping that a 
concern of the magnitude of the 
Union Iron Works of San Francisco 
will arrange to open a shipbuilding 
or at least a repair plant on the 
local harbor. “There are many 
jsteamers that now pass up this port 
owing to the impossibility of mak-

Tank Steamer Discharges Cargo of Five Thousand Tons 
of California Product, Inaugurating the Fifth Installa- 
tion of Stations in that South American Republic.

fornia made its first delivery 

of ofl at the new tank and 
storage station at Poblacion Vergara, 
located on Valparaiso Bay, Chile, a 
few weeks ago, when the oil-tank 
steamer Cordelia opened her bunk- 
ers and discharged 6000 tons of 
California crude oil at the newest of 
the company’s South American stor- 
age stations. 
This new storage station, situated 
between Calles Nos. 18 and 19, Pob- 
lacion Vergara, was constructed at 
a cost of $187,000 gold, on the site 
of a concession secured for the Un- 
ion Ol] Company by Duncan Fox & 
Co., under the direction of A. J, 
Barrett of San Francisco, and the 
work of installation was heartily co- 
operated in by the Chilean govern- 


ment. 

BIG INVESTMENTS. 
This is the fifth installation to be 
made in Chile, the other storage 
stations being located at Taltal, 
Antofogasta, Tocopilla and Iquique. 
These plants are all of the very 
latest type of construction and rep- 
resent an investment of several hun- 
dred thousand dollars. They are so 
constructed that tank ships are per- 
mitted to anchor in the offing and 
discharge their cargoes by means of 
large pipes, laid out into the harbor 
or open roadstead, and a flexible 
armored hose is attached to these 
pipes which Ile at the bottom of 
the sea. When the ship takes up 
her position at anchor this hose is 
drawn up and attached to the ship's 
bunker valves and the great force 
pumps are started and the oil 
forced from the ship’s bunkers to 
the storage tanks on shore. 
The stations also are equipped 
with force pumps for the purpose of 
loading cars that are taken inland 
to the numerous nitrate plants, 
where it is used for fuel almost ex- 
clusively, having supplanted coal in 
all but a very few of the smaller 
and unimportant plants. 
This installation consists of two 
small 236-ton tan and one large 
8000-ton tank, ere is a steel- 
constructed power-house, a battery 
of fifty-horse-power engines and two 
powerful pumps which have 4 ca- 
pacity of unloading the great tank 
steamers at the rate of 2500 barrele 
per hour, The refill apparatus pro- 
vides for the loading of nine twenty- 
ton tank cars simultaneously, 
These storage stations receive 
their supply from a fleet of oil-tank 
steamers that from 10,000 to 
15,000 tons of oll each trip and 
make regular stopa at the com- 
pany’s various stations throughout 
the world,

the bear in the stock market. Last month 
the appeal of Germany for a peace confer- 
ence caused a heavy decline in stocks and 
bonds in Wall street accompanied with 
enormous sales, yet there were no failures, 
for those who sold hau realized very large 
profits during the last two years, and it is 
the opinion of experienced financiers and 
economists that when peace shall come it 
will bring upon our business world no ca- 
lamitous conditions. 

The war has turned a flood of a billion 
dollars in gold from the treasure vaults of 
Europe into the banks and safe deposit 
boxes of our own country, and two billion 
dollars’ worth of American securities have 
been sent here from London and Paris and 
Berlin and purchased and paid for by our 
own citizens, who now draw interest upon 
them which beforetime went to European 
holders. For this three billions of money 
we have sent Europe arms and munitions 
and grain and meat and canned goods and 
cotton and manufactures of textiles, of met- 
als and of leather. When war was declared 
we were in debt to Euvrope—now Europe is 
in debt to us. 

No laws and no man and no body of men 
can be credited with having produced our 
marvelous prosperity through economic 
management or financial adjustment. It 
has come upon us as the floods come that 
fertilize the earth and produce abundant 
harvests. 

The European war has in thirty months 
lifted this nation to a height of prosperity 
that might, under normal conditions, have 
taken as many years to reach. That when 
the war is over we may have to descend 
somewhat from those heights is not to be 
denied, but it does not follow that the de- 
scent will be very great or inflict disaster 
upon the nation or upon individuals. 

It is on the whole a matter of congratu- 
lation that Great Britain is transferring 
from American to Canadian manufacturers 
her contracts for war supplies. Contracts 
amounting to $400,000,000 have already been 
so transferred. We shall supply the Cana- 
dian manufacturers with steel and copper 
and other raw material needed in the manu- 
facturing processes which Canada cannot 
produce, but the prosperity resulting from 
this trade will not be blood-bespattered. 

The war certainly prevented the ruin 
whieh the Underwood tariff would have 
brought upon our manufacturers of textile 
fabrics. Demands from Europe kept our 
spindles and looms so busy that there are 
now on the books of the manufacturers un- 
filled American orders for tens of millions’ 
worth of woolen goods. | 

Even when the war shall cease it will 
take Europe a year or two to organize its 
industries before its competition can be felt 
in this country, and in the meantime the 
Democratic administration at Washington 
will be forced by a revenue deficit to re- 
store the Republican tariff. 

Europe after the war will be able, by the 
return of soldiers to the pursuits of peace, 
to greatly increase the production of food 
on her own soil. This will lessen her im- 
portations of food from the United States. 
That will lessen our exportations of food 
and lessen the prices of it here. Lessened 
prices will lessen the cost of living, and 
peace wil] not harm wus or take from us the 
benefits that war has brought us. 

Those who will lose most immediately by 
peace will be capitalists whose money is 
not invested in productive industries. When 
War .ceases war expenditures cease: the 
drain upon capital is released, labor has 
lower wages, lower spending power and low- 
er cost of living: not so much money is 
needed and interest on money recedes. 

America has prospered immensely from 
the war. With wise tariff precautions she 
will not be hurt when the war shall cease; 
and it may be truthfully said of her people 
that, in the interests of civilization and of 
humanity, they will hail peace with joy 
and help Europe to make that peace per- 
manent. 


Ee HELL OF BEIGIUM AND VA- 
RIOUS OTHER HELLS. 

There are several viewpoints with re- 
spect to Germany's deportation of Belgians, 
and the expressions of opinion from the 
American and from the European press are 
conflicting concerning both the facts and 
the conclusion to be drawn from the facts. 

President Wilson inaugurated the contro- 
versy in an official mote to Germany in 
which he said: “The government of the 
United States has learned, with the great- 
est concern and regret, of the policy of the 
German government to deport from Belgium 
a portion of the civilian population for the 
purpose of forcing them to labor in Ger- 
many, and is constrained to protest in a 
friendly spirit but most solemnly against 
this action, which is in contravention of all! 
precedent and of those humane principles 
of international practice which have lo-g 
been accepted and followed by civilized na- 
tions in their treatment of noncombataats 
in conquered territory.” 

There were many Americans who ques- 
tioned the propriety of President Wilson 
making this unsolicited criticism of the ac- 
tion of the German government and who 
said: “What if Kaiser Wilhelm had pro- 
tested solemnly against the action of Wil- 
son in demanding the retirement of Huerta 
from the Presidency of Mexico as an act in 
contravention of precedent and of interna- 
tional law?” 

The German government, instead of re- 
senting the President's protest as an un- 
warranted interference in a matter which 
did not concern the United States, replied 
courteously, saying that England was to 
blame for deportation; that her embargo 
against the Belgian overseas trade had 
thrown large numbers of Belgian workmen 
into idleness, and that drunkenness, social 
depravity and disorder had resulted; that 
The Hague convention makes it obligatory 
on a power occupying territory of another 
power to maintain order, and that idleness 
forms no part of the German idea of order. 
So the idle men in Belgium were offered 
eight marks ($1.92) per day tolabor in Ger- 
many or Northern France, and when they 
refused to go voluntarily they were taken 
by force. 

As stated in Current Opinion for January: 
“The Belgian view is very different. It is 
charged that Germany has requisitioned for 
her own use raw materials and thus closed 
the Belgian factories; that she has been, 
in addition, stripping the country of ma- 
chinery and even digging up single-track 
railways that transport farm produce to 
make use of them for military purposes. 
Idieness is thus deliberately inflicted on the 
nation. And not only the idle but, accord- 
ing to Cardinal Mercier, ‘a great number of

deported. The Holland section of the 
League of Neutral States speaks of the 
‘shastly suffering, the ‘unutterable de- 
spair,, the ‘agonizing scenes’ that attend 
the deportations. According to Maurice 
Maeterlinck many of the men deported are 
compelled to dig trenches for the German 
army, 50,000 having beqn forced to such 
duty back of Soissons.” 

The New York Staats Zeitung compares 
the “humane and considerate methods of 
deportation” employed in Belgium with the 
barbarous methods employed, as alleged, by 
the British in deporting citizens of German 
colonies in Africa. The Fatherland asserts 
that “thousands of young Germans and Aus- 
trians are compelled to work under condi- 
tions resembling those of slavery in Can- 
ada.”’. 

The New York Tribune sees a strange fa- 
tality in Germany's course in Belgium. 
“The whole world,” it says, “is weary of 
this war, but whenever there seems a chance 
that the weariness may lead to peace Ger- 
mans do something in Belgium which pro- 
duces an instant revulsion of feeling and a 
willingness to see the war go on.” The 
Chicago Evening Post similarly remarks: 
“Germany will not let us forget her crime 
against Belgium. She will not give the 
anger of civilization an opportunity to cool.” 
But the Cleveland Plain Dealer says there 
are two sides to the subject and it does 
not attribute to the Germans a cold-blooded 
desire to persecute and oppress. 

The Times cannot but condemn the de- 
portation of Belgians and their forced em- 
ployment even at good wages in Germany. 
At the same time it is not oblivious of the 
fact that the Russian Cossacks and the 
French Zouaves and even the English regi- 
ments have been guilty of barbarous acts 
which have not been made public and com- 
mented upon as has the deportation of Bel- 
gians. 

“War is hell” and it does not appear that 
any of the nations who for thirty months 
have been making widows and orphans and 
destroying property and piling up debts in 
Europe have so conducted hostilities as to 
entitle them to be exempted from the critl- 
cism with which Germany is visited by the 
American press. 


ETTER CALL ELECTION OFF. 

Councilman Topham was severe on 
himself and his colleagues when, in dis- 
cussing the power bond election, he said: 
“We have gone before the public like a 
bunch of boneheads.” No doubt the Coun- 
cil is guided by good intentions but it 
would seem to have committed itself in 
too much of a hurry. 

‘The old saw, “more haste, less speed,” 
inevitably comes to mind as one witnesses 
the repeated postponements of the charter 
amendment election. Some time ago -it 
was decided to hold the election on Feb- 
ruary 2, then the date was changed to Feb- 
ruary 273, and now the Council has fixed 
on March &. 

It is apparent that the Public Service 
Commission, on which the Council leans 
in connection with this whole power busi- 
ness, has not properly digested the subject 
and is suffering pains and distress which 
becloud their brains and lead to blunder 
after blunder. 

The whole city suffers through the errors 
of the commission and the county is in- 
convenienced. The county agreed to hold 
the flood control bond election on the same 
day as the city first decided to submit its 
power charter amendment. Now, after 
money has been spent advertising the city 
election, the Council comes to the conclu- 
gion that it will not mix its power problem 
with any other and so switches the date. 

If the city authorities could be induced

HE SOCIAL POLITICIAN, 

A fine and gracious woman announced 
herself as a “Social Politician,” before the 
Friday Morning Club women and their 
guests. And she defined the social poll- 
ticlan as one who stood for and worked for 
human welfare. She declared that woman's 
chief interest in life should be human wel- 
fare, be it developed in the home, in the 
civic community or in the State. 

The speaker, Miss Mary E. McDowell, 
known to Chicago as the “garbage lady” is 
a fine example of this new order of polli- 
ticlan—a far remove from the self-seeking. 
partisan or corrupt politician, who has 
brought this fine word, with its noble mean- 
ing, into disrepute in our country. Twenty 
years ago, when she took up her residence 
in a social] settlement house in the stock 
yards district, she found that the city gar- 
bage was dumped in the vicinity and that 
the rate of infant mortality in this section 
was double that of other parts of the city. 
She began to talk of these facts to the 
women of the Lake Shore district, to 
women’s clubs and to churches. She awak- 
ened people who had never given a thought 
to the disposal of their garbage after 
it left their own back door to the 
fact that garbage disposals was a vital 
matter, affecting the lives and welfare of 
many human beings. Through constant 
and persistent discussion, education of the 
public and of the city officials, Chicago hes 
now a garbage commission made up of en- 
ginéers and men of experience, and her 
garbage is being collected and disposed of 
in a sanitary way. 

Miss McDowell told of some of the work 
accomplished by Chicago women since the 
ballot was put into their hands toward the 
cleaning up of the conditions for which that 
city is notorious. Among the § reforms 
which they are now demanding is a series 
of new police stations to take the place of 
buildings that approach—if they do not 
rival—the pest pile known as the Los An-

TI have had my fair smell of taxes 
in this hamlet for worse than thirty 
years. Villa feeds his army by 
“forced loans.” Even so, the hold- 
up gentleman maintains his worthy 
brood—putting an automatic to your 
nose, and saying: “Please loan me 
your watch and your pocket cash. 
Sorry I can’t use your checks for 
your bank account.” So also do our 
Hi-rammian cohorts at Sacramento. 

And we more or less “have -to 


stand for it.” 


But Black my Eyes if they are go- 
ing to saddle me with Twelve Mil- 
lions more for Power Bonds—-if the 
vote of the righteous availeth any- 
thing. I've had my share of Scatter- 
good-for-nothing figgers—which beat 
a bellyful of dried apples plus a 
drink of water. I've had my share 
of Municipal Ownership, muddled 
every two years by a new set of the 
Mentally Unoccupied that we elect 
to misrepresent and tax us. A 
Business has to be run to make’ 
money for its stockholders. A 
municipality is run to make money 
for those who can help re-elect the 
officeholder. Our political system is 
not Business. I wouldn't call it 
Graft—but it sure is a Privilege! If 
Business is Bad, all they have _ to 
do is to Ask Us. A little more tax, 
and they save their faees. And we 
have to pay, or be sold out, And 
whose fault’? Did these tax-eaters 
Grab their office—or did we vote for 
them? We Free Americans? 

Here are a score of men adminis- 
tering the affairs of a million—and 
no recourse. Yet we pity the Des- 
potisms of Europe! 

_ I guess I believe in Representative 
Government. We are trying it out, 
anyhow. But I'd choose to have it 
really Representative! 

Twelve Millien is several dollars. 
I could spend it wisely. I would 
“salt down” a little of it; but I 
would buy one thousand automo- 
bubbles, each with a case-hardened 
chauffeur; and I would present one 
thousand of our politicians with a car 
apiece, and the chauffeurs with a 
politician aplece—and instructions 


to head East and never stop, nor 
lose the politician. 
“Taps” for Buffalo Bill! And 


with him for pretty much the last of 
the Old Frontjer and its Old Guard. 
He has died, but he never surren- 
dered. 

I think the present generation 
hardly understood him. It saw only 
the spectacular; and did not realize 
that Cody was something more than 
a showman for money—that he was 
a Historian with the “magic lan- 
tern.” He had the dramatic in- 
stinct; he liked to make money—but 
he never faked. He was always 
“Buffalo Bill” since the lean, 
bronzed old Army of the Plains gave 
him that title of honor. 

When I first met him, more than 
forty year® ago, I know of no man 
in America, even yet, who could 
have afforded to stand up beside him 
on a platform. His thick hair of 
pure gold hung to his shoulder- 
blades. It was like Custer’s—only 
less ringlety; and perhaps thicker. 
And under the deep bronze of the 
Plains was the ruddy glow that 
women envied. And if you were to 
see today a man that walked “that 
way”—all the street would be bump- 
ing one another as they turned to 


look at him. 


When we last met, his hair was as 
the Montana snows. But it was the 
same Buffalo Bill—the same face, 
barbered the same; the same cag’: 
eye and steady hand and ger’ 
heart. 

It isn’t everywhere known that 
Buffalo Bill was essentially religious 
—though all who know anything of 
him at all know that he was con- 
scientious in a very high degree. He 
was no Puritan—but he was stanch 
as one to what he believed.

It has been given to relatively few 
men to awaken the imagination of 
American youth as Cody did. Un- 
doubtedly some soft-boiled Tender- 
foot boys took a notion to kill In- 
dians and “tail” buffalo without 
earning the privilege as he did. But 
that was the fault of the heroic, ro 
mantic era of which he was the last 
great type; and not the fault of 
Cody. 


With his passing, the day of the 
American Frontier is done. He out- 
lived it, but kept it alive for us. It 
was a Heroic Age, and he Was one 
of its real heroes. He was a great 
showman, later—but 
all the time,

N INCREDIBLE reign has just 
ended at Petrograd. It was 
the reign of a monk. A sim- 

ple peasant was Grigori Rasputin 
when he first appeared in the Rus- 
Sian capital a half score years ago. 
He came from Eastern Russia—the 
Russia that merges into Asia and 
shares its mysticism. This monk 
trod a path of victory to power. 
How great this power was over the 
lives of 180,000,000 people will never 
be known. 

It is known, however, that Grt- 
gori Rasputin—‘Saint Grigori” they 
called him toward the last—sent ex- 
plicit orders to ministers, and these 
orders were obeyed. It is known 
that his levees in the palace once 
occupied by Grand Duke Alexis 
were attended by the nobility of 
Russia—by high-born ladies of the 
palace, by generals in glittering uni- 
forms, by all the high and the 
mighty of the empire. The poorest 
also came with prayers and peti- 
tions, which were granted with the 
initialed order of Rasputin to heads 
of government. 

It is also said that this saint who 
came from Asia exercised a myste- 
rious power over ¢he conscience of 
the Czar: that the Czarina bowed 
her imperial head to his decrees; 
that rulers were elevated to the 
skies or humbled to the dust at his 
word. 

And the strange story 
monk who brought the darkness of 
the Middle Ages with him is not 
based upon hearsay. Since 1912 the 
representatives of the Russian peo- 
ple have been struggling to free Rus-, 
sia from the grasp of this Richelieu 
who could barely read and write. 

Again and again has the Duma 
denounced the “dark forces” which 
dominated the palace. Yet so pow- 
erful was this exalted peasant from 
Tomsk that he could defy the unan- 
imous vote of the Duma demanding 
his elimination from the life of Rus- 
sia. So strongly was he entrenched 
in the seat of the mighty that he 
could issue a decree commanding 
the Russian press to cease its clam- 
or—and he could enforce his com- 
mand. 

There is no parallel to the twi- 
light rule of this monk except in the 
Middle Ages or in the “Forbidden 
City” of Peking. In the Forbidden 
City, the walled stronghold of the 
Manchus, a concubine in our time 
rose to be empress dowager of 400, 


000,000 yellow persons. Her rule 
was absolute.. The shadowy figure 
of the nominally-reigning emperor 


was blotted out by the empress 
dowager’s actual power. Tzu-Hsi, 
with her enamelled face and her 
gorgeous finery, uttered the words 
that meant life or death to cour 
tlers, governors and viceroys. 

What went on behind the walls of 
the Forbidden City none knew. One 
or two European women were ad- 
mitted to that domain of slaves and 
eunuchs. What they reported was 
exceedingly interesting. It afforded 
a glimpse into a world which the 
Europeans believed to have passed 
forever with the advent of gunpow- 
der. and the railroad and the tele- 
graph. But the machinery that 
moved that government by women 
and by slaves remained a mystery. 
The power that controlled the lives 
of 400,000,000 people remained a 
shadow. 

The story of Rasputin is more 
amazing than the story of the dow- 
ager empress, Tzu-Hsi. The holy 
man from Tomsk dominated, not a 
scheduled oriental harem surround- 
ed by high walls of brick and tra- 
dition, but one of the most brilliant 
courts of Eu e Europe of to- 
day, the Europe that is dealing with 
tragic facts. The empire that Ras- 
putin swayed with his strange pre- 
tensions to a divine mission and dl- 
vine powers is one of the deciding 
factors of a decisive period in the 
history of civilization. The anach- 
ronism might well be regarded as 
incredible. 

And yet this man undoubtedly 
played, or tried to play, @ master's 
part in the affairs, not only of Rus- 
sia, but of Europe. All Russia be- 
lieves that eight years ago Raspw 
tin, by his mysterious powers, pre- 
vented the outbreak of war between 
Russia and Austria-Hungary at the 
moment when the Bosnia-Herzego- 
vina question stirred the fires of in- 


ternational hatred and suspicion to- 


a fresh biaze. 

In the present crisis, amid the 
solemn surroundings of the Russian 
Parliament, Rasputin has been ac- 
cused of seeking to sell his ¢ountry 
to the enemy by trying to bring 
about a separate peace on humiliat- 
ing terms between Russia and the 
Central Powers. The crime that 
brought an end to his mystic over- 
lordship of the imperial mind and 
conscience has been greeted in the 
Duma and by the Russian press as 
an act of national deliverance.

NOW OPERATES THREE UNITS 
BY MEANS OF “JUICE.” 


Chicago, Milwaukee and St, Paul 
System Announces Establishment 
of this Modern Service on An- 
other Hundred and Fifteen Miles 
of its Line. 


Local offices of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul Railway yes- 
terday received notice that the third 
unit of this company's electrified 
railroad, in Montana and Idaho, has 


been placed under electric operation, 
with full modern equipment, 

This makes 345 miles of such 
road operated by this system, and it 
has 440 miles in all that is equipped 
with this system of motive power. 
peration of this entire mileage 
+i, awaits the arrival of the nec- 
essary rolling stock equipment, or- 
ders for which have been placed. 

The notable work of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul Company in 
changing nearly 5600 miles of its 
mountain district lines from steam 
to electric service has been aptly 
termed “the dawn of the electrical 
era in railroading.” This line is now 
electrified from Harlowton, Mont., 
to Avery, Idaho, the road having 
been equipped for the operation by 
“juice.” 

The first unit of 115 miles to de 
thus operated was from Three 
Forks to Deer Lodge. Operation of 
the second unit of 115 miles soon 
followed, and now comes the an- 
nouncement of the putting into elec- 
trical service of the third unit, with 
more to follow as soon as the prop- 
er equipment can be had from the 
shops. 

This is a main line route, run- 
ning through the mighty Rockies 
and the forested Bitter Root Moun- 
tains. The change from steam mo- 
tive power to electricity has been 
fully justified from the economic 
point of view, and in comfort and 
safety to the traveling public. The 
electric line furnishes a smokeless, 
gasiess mode of travel, with higher 
speed and certainty. There is no 
more trouble with engines on the 
mountainous grades; the power is 


constant. 
The entire work has required 
three yeafs and the approximate 


cost is $12,000,000. This line crosses 
the continental divide at an altitude 
of 6322 feet, at Donald. In this con- 
struction a 2 per cent. grade had io 
be surmounted for a distance of 
more than twenty miles, and on the 
western slope of the Big Belt Moun- 
tains the line climbs 52.8 feet to the 
mile. With steam operation the ne- 
gotiation of these grades was ex- 
tremely difficult. 

| An official expression of the Chi- 


cago, Milwaukee and S8t. Paul in 
connection with this construction 
and operation declares: “Already 
results have been obtained that 
foreshadow large developments in 
steam road electrification through- 
out the world. 

“The electric locomotive can be 
operated for a thousand miles or 
more with only casual inspection, 
whereas the steam locomotive on 
mountain work requires consider- 
able attention at every vision 
point. This has made it ble to 
operate the electric locomotive over 
several old steam divisions, and 
practically eliminate roundhouses 
and yards at intermediate points. 

“The electrification of the 440 
miles of main line of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and 8t. Paul Railway 
over the great continental divide is 
a long stride forward in railroading, 
in electricity and in conservation of 
resources.

ISSUE CAMPAIGN. 


FLOOD CONTROL ASSOCTATION 
ANNOUNCES POLICY. 


Report Adopted by the Board of 
Supervisors Coincides with Or- 
ganization’s Desires in Effort to 
Obtain Relief Provided for in 
the Meaure. 


The Los Angeles Flood Control 
Association at a meeting of various 
county and city organizations formed 
to obtain the relief provided in the 
bond issue February 2, held in 
Judge York's courtroom yesterday 
morning, adopted a resolution of- 
fered by J. H. Baker of Glendale, 
approving the report adopted by 
the Board of Supervisors. 


The proposed bond issue for 
$4,450,000, the resolytion stated, 
provides harbor protection, con- 


servation and flood control efficient- 
ly and at a reasonable cost; for a 
system of check dams in the moun- 
tains and reservoirs, storing and 
conserving flood waters for useful 
and beneficial purposes, preventing 
the devastation of low lands and fill- 
ing the Los Angeles and Long Beach 
harbors with silt. -It will add $25,- 
000,000 to the assessed valuation of 
Los Angeles city and county proper- 
ty, reducing taxation; prevent the 
tying up of business in Los Ange- 
les city by destruction of bridges, 
the estimated damage alone in Feb- 
ruary, 1914, being $2,500,000. Sev- 
enty-five per cent. of the bond 
money will be used in giving im- 
mediate employment to labor, It 
will promote citrus growth and agri- 
cultural development, prevent an 
average yearly damage by floods 
nearly equal to the proposed bond 
issue, and solve the problem of con- 
servation and control of flood and 
storm water by distributing the cost 
over forty years at a low rate of 
interest. 

Chairman John J. Hamilton an- 
nounced, as there was no dissent, 
that the resolution will stand as the 
policy of the Los Angeles County 
Flood Control Association. The mo- 
tion of A. W. Frye of Downey that 
the chair appoint a committee of 
100 to campaign for the bond elec- 
tion was carried with one dissent- 
ing voice.

Notable Cadman Work. 
Nothing of recent date in the 
musical world promises to excite so 
much local interest as the coming 
premieres of Cadman'’s “Thunder 
bird” suite and Frank Patterson's 
opera “The LAttle Girl at Play.” 
The Cadman suite is to be given 
tts first presentation Friday after- 
noon at the public rehearsal of the 
Symphony Orchestra, and will be re- 
Peated at the concert, Saturday eve- 
ning. It is said to mark a far ad- 
vance in the methods of this ever 
interesting composer, who has made 
Los Angeles his place of residence. 
It is an odd name Charlies Wake- 
field Cadman has attached to his 
suite. Such a title as “The Thunder- 
bird” requires some explanation. Mr. 
Cadman recently completed in- 
cidental music in twelve numbers, 
for a drama on Indian themes, by 
Norman Geddes. The subject of this 
is from a legend of the Blackfoot 
Indian tribe and the Thunderbird is 
one of their mystic beliefa. From 
these twelve numbers, the composer 
selected five, which he presents as 
a suite, the titles being, “Before the 
Sunrise,” “Nuwana'’s Love Song,” 
“Night Song.” “The Dance” and 
“The Passing of Nuwana.” 
In the stage version, Mr. Cadman 
usés the unusual expedient of pre- 
senting his themes vocally, unac- 
companied, from the stage and later 
dressing them up in modern garb 
with full orchestral treatment. This 
latter, which is heard in the suite, 
is what might be called a civilized 
idealization of simple barbaric 
tunes. 
He has been successful in matia- 
taining something of the Indian at- 
mosphere, yet not enough to turn 
music into discord, it is said. ft 
must be remembered that the musi¢ 
is modern. and is intended to be 
nothing else, but the basic themes 
are from the tribal melodiea. 

Part of the music may be re- 
garded as descriptive of the title— 
“The Dance,” for instance, where the 
ankle bells, the shouts of the war- 
riors and the screams of women and 
children are heard in the general 
camp uproar, but all pervaded by 
the “war” song from the tribe. 
Other sectiong are more atmos- 
pheric, are less realistic, and have 
less of the programme idea. Mr. 
Cadman has not felt bound by the 
rules of conventional orchestration, 
nor, on the other hand, has he gonc 
to wild extravagance of coloring in 
order to get effect.

Tragedy of Slums. 

Frank Patterson's opera, “The Lit-
